'Urgency is high' for wildfire guard 


Parks Canada removing undergrowth 
in Lake Louise to defend against blazes

Parks Canada is preparing to cut a 
massive wildfire guard in the Lake 
Louise area to defend against the 
type ofblaze that destroyed a large 
portion of the Jasper townsite. 
While the work that will me- 
сһапїсайу remove timber and 
undergrowth froman area the size 
of 300 U.S. football fields across 
the Bow Valley has been planned 
for several years, recent massive 
wildfires in Alberta that have 
torched towns show the critical 
need for the task, said David Tav- 
ernini, acting fire and vegetation 
specialist for the Lake Louise-Yo- 
ho-Kootenay field unit. 
"The urgency is high — the soon- 
er we can do this work effectively 
and meet our wildfire risk reduc- 
tion and ecological mandates, the 
better the position we're in to 
manage wildfires,” said Tavernini. 
The work that could start as 
soon as November and continue 
for the next two or three winters 
will create a fireguard running 
from Mount St. Piran just to the 
north of the Fairmont Chateau 
Lake Louise to the parkinglot and 
ski runs of the Lake Louise ski hill 


across the Bow Valley. 

It'sacontinuation of fire mitiga- 
tionaround Protection Mountain 
in Banff National Park, at Ross 
Lake in Yoho National Park and 
forest thinning near the chateau, 
said Tavernini 

"(The Lake Louise Fire Guard) 
is by the far the largest of these,” 
he said, adding the work also ties 
into FireSmart defencesimmedi- 
ately around buildings. 

“That (FireSmart) work is some 
of the highest priority work — it 
creates defensible space around. 
communities and allows us to 
have multiple options and tools. 
in our tool box.” 

‘The fireguard that will ultimate- 
ly encompass 165.4 hectares will 
not only provide a fire break but 
space to deploy sprinklers and 
aid in aerial fire suppression, said 
Tavernini, 

‘Some of the harvested timber 
will be sold commercially, he said. 

Scientists say climate change 
has led to drought conditions, 
drying forest fuel that makes 
wildfires easier to ignite and more 
intense, while increasing the fre- 
quency of lightning that sparks 
many of them. 


Its believed the Jasper Nation- 
al Park wildfire that forced the 
evacuation of about 25,000 peo- 
ple — 5,000 of whom live in the 
Jasper townsite — was ignited by 
lightning. 

Tavernini agreed, saying he and 
his colleagues also have to work 
harder against the clock. 

“With climate change, our fire 
season is starting carlier and end. 
ing later,” he said. 

He and other experts say wild- 
fire suppression in the national 
park over the past century has 
made the forest more combusti- 
ble. 

A number of wildfires have bro- 
ken out in the Lake Louise area in. 
recent years but have crews have 
managed to quickly bring them 
under control, said Tavernini 

The largest blaze in the gener: 
al vicinity was the Verdant Creek 
Wildfire that burned in adjacent 
Kootenay National Park in 2017, 
he added. 


MEASURES TO REDUCE 
ESTHETIC IMPACT 

Parks Canada foresters will take 
measures to reduce the fireguard’s 
esthetic impacts in an area ex- 
tremely popular with tourists, said 
the Parks Canada offi 

“We take mappingand elevation 
data from various lookoutsand we 
‘can make some minor tweaks and 


add some curves to make it look 
more natural,” said Tavernini. 

Also planned for this fall is me- 
chanical thinning in the Tunnel 
Mountain area to reduce wildfire 
risks to the Banff townsite, Can- 
more and Harvie Heights. 

Meanwhile, the Town of Can 
more will soon begin building a 
fireguard that will extend from 
Banff National Park's east gate to 
Dead Man's Flats to the east of the 
town. 

‘The work will include harvesting 
and thinning wooded areas to slow 
the pace of wildfires. 

Prioritized areas are Harvie 
Heights, Stonework Creek and 
the east park gates, with work be- 
inning in October, town officials 
said. “Typical wind conditions and 
topography suggest that wildfire 
will spread more quickly in these 
areas,” states the town’s Bow Valley 
Community Fireguard web page. 

uth-facing slopes pose a 
greater risk than other slope direc- 
is, as south-facing vegetation 
is exposed to more sun and dries 
out faster.” 

Construction of the fireguard 
will continue over the next three 
to five years, with work following 
inthe area of the Canmore Nordic 
Centre and in the vicinity of Dead 
Man's Flats.

Her letter called on Trudeau to

Albertaadded an all-time record 
of more than 200000 people last 
year, amounting to a 4,4 per cent 
growth in population, by far the 
most of any province. 

Alberta has seen its population 


balloon in recent years from just 
over four million in 2014 to 4.8 
million a decade later with some 
of that growth coming as a result 
of the province's own "Alberta is 
Calling” marketing campaign that 
launchedin2022tolure Canadians 
from other parts of the country. 

Last month, Finance Minister 
Nate Horner said the province's 
population boom was bolstering 
Alberta's income tax revenues 
but also coincidentally straining 
government programs and infr 
structure.

Inastatement, the office for fed- 
eral Immigration Minister Mare 
Miller noted that Canada is not 
immune to the “unprecedent- 
ed” flows of asylum seekers seen 
across the world. 

“We are willing to co-ordinate 
with our counterparts on trans- 
fers and supports, however any 
‘movement of asylum seekers will 
require both the consent of the

Keep conserving water: officials

Ifthe results aren't satisfactory, 
the water will be flushed out and 
filled again. Once the supply is safe 
fordrinking the city will open ће 
valves of the feeder main to con- 
nect the pipe to the rest of the wa- 
ter distribution system. The city 
expects the entire process to last 
until Sunday, Sept. 22. 

Until then, officials say, residents 
must keep up their efforts to save 


water. Bouchart said the city's wa- 
ter consumption on Wednesday 
hovered at 484 million litres, lower 
than the city’s threshold toensure 
alternative sources of water are 
‘maintained to avoid any damages. 

"Lwant to thank all Calgarians, 
businesses and those in our sur- 
rounding communities for your 
continuing efforts to save water.” 
Bouchart said. "We are really see- 
ing the difference, and itis a huge 
relief to our plant operators and 


the water team.” 

Gondek said that once the feed- 
ег main is repaired, the city will 
review the causes of the feeder 
main's rupture and how the city 
handled the issue. 

The latest construction of the 
Bearspaw south feeder main — 
an 11-kilometre line running east 
fromthe Bearspaw treatment plant 
along the Bow River — isa second 
round of repairs beingundertaken 
at the pipe, which initially burst 
in June. An inspection in August, 
after the first vulnerabilities were 
fixed, found additional signs of 
‘weaknessin thestructure. Officials 


sounded the alarm, saying emer- 
gency repairs were needed to be 
applied now to reduce the chance 
ofanother major water main break 
during the winter months. 

‘Once the independent review 
provides the city with important 
information, Gondek said she will 
co-ordinate with her counterparts 
in the provincial and federal gov- 
emments, 

“We've seen this year, no city, 
big or small, is able to escape the 
effects of aging infrastructure, 
but we can fix that with stronger 
collaboration between all three 
orders of government,” she said.

In a statement to Postmedia, 
Transportation and Economie 
Corridors Minister Devin Dreesh- 
еп said the province is looking to 
finalize approved locations for 
photo radar by the end of the year 
“with a primary focus on sensitive 
areas such as school, playground, 

construction zones, 

he province wants to make sure 
photo radar is used for traffic safety 
rather than revenue g оп, 
said Dreeshen, whose ministry had 
discussions this summer with mu. 
nicipalities and law enforcement 

etting rid of photo radar

“Removing or restricting the 
ability for police agencies in Alber 
ta to deploy evidence based ATE 
will absolutely reduce safety on 
our roadw our com 
nities,” said Alberta Association of 
с ident Mark 
Neufeld, Calgary's police chief, in 
a statement. 

Traffic and road safety is an im- 
portant issue for Albertans, so po- 
lice across the province will need 
to increase in-person enforce: 
ment, reducing the ability of po- 
lice to "deal with other important 
safety priorities,” said Neufeld. 

In a separate Calgary Police 
Service statement, Neufeld said 
there's clear evidence that аш 
mated traffic enforcement reduces 
speeds, and that in turn reduces 
both the number and seriousness

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Photo radar should be a tratfic-safety device, not a revenue producer, Transportation Minister Devin Dreeshen says.

New rules aim to silence 
noisy vehicles in Calgary

By next spring, squealing your 
tires, revving your engine or blar 
ingyour stereo on Calgary's streets 
could net youa hefty ticket if your 
vehicle produces excessive noise 
levels. 

The city is forging ahead on 
long-awaited plans to address 
overly loud vehicles, the latest 
development being a council 
committee's unanimous support 
ofamendmentsto Calgary's traffic 


While the changes still need tobe 
supported by a majority of coun- 
imendments endorsed 
by the community de- 
velopment committee would give 
Calgary's bylaw officers more pow 
er to clamp down on ear-piercing 
vehicle noise, according to the 
city's top bylaw officer. 
"Noise is a bit nebulous and it's 
в difficult to enforce,” 
Ryan Pleckaitis, the city's chief of 
the community standards division. 
“A little more objective criteria 
will help from an enforcement lens

The city has been working for 
yea ombat noisy vehicles, 
which some councillors indicate 
have become a recurring com 
plaint in their wards. 

Though both provincial and 
municipal laws currently legislate 
activities related to excessive vehi 
cle sounds, Pleckaitis noted that 
it's challenging for bylaw officers 
to enforce those rules under the 
current traffic bylaw's language. 

The proposed amendments in- 
clude improved definitions for 
what constitutes "objectionable" 
noise, as well as restricting the use 
of engíne retarder brakes to com- 
mercial vehicles and increased 
fines related to excessive vehicle 
sounds. 

The changes would prohibit ve- 
hicles from emitting sound that ex: 
ceeds 92 decibels when measured 
by а sound meter at a distance of 
50 centimetres from the exhaust 
outlet when the vehicle is idling, 
oranythingover 96 decibels when 
measured from the same distance

Most vehicles that exceed thos 
decibel levels have typically mod- 
their mufflers or exhaust sys- 
s, Pleckaitis noted.

The amendments also outline 
that an operator of a vehicle must 


comply with testing instructions 
if requested by an officer, and that 
refusing a sound test would net 
motorists a $300 ticket 


TRAFFIC SAFETY TEAM 
TO HELP LIGHTEN 
POLICE WORKLOAD 

Last year, administration pro- 
posed creatinga new traffic safety 
team that would consist of eight 
peace officers and one sergeant, 
who would be specifically trained 
to police excessive vehicular noise. 

While Calgary police already 
enforce various sections of the 
provincial Traffic Safety Act re 
lated to excessive noise, having 
additional peace officers will help 
the city complement those efforts 
according to Pleckaitis. 

Hecalled the bylaw amendments 
‘one more tool in the tool kit” for 
when officers come across an over 
ly loud vehicle. 

"The only agency right now 


dealing with vehicle noise or any 
moving vehicle violations is the 
Calgary Police Service.” Pleckai- 
tis said. “As everyone knows, they 
have lots of different prioritiesand 
are stretched quite thin.

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Governments 
are failing 
displaced Jasper 
residents 


Directing people to homeless 
shelters is unacceptable, 
Sabrina Charlebois writes. 


Оп July 22, the town of Jasper was 
evacuated due to a wildfire. Two days 
later, this fire hit the townsite. 

Forty per cent of residents have lost their 
homes, including three apartment buildings 
that housed hundreds of people. 

Itis now seven weeks later and our most 
vulnerable Jasperites are struggling. 

Promises were made by the Alberta gov- 
ernment that temporary housing was being 
arranged to bring Jasperites home and that 
hotel-stay support organized by the Red Cross 
‘would be given until it was no longer needed. 

These promises have not been met and many 
residents have been blindsided by what has 
occurred this week. 

‘The Municipality of Jasper was promised by 
the UCP government and the Red Cross that 
residents would have their Red Cross hotels 
extended until Sept. 17. This is not what is hap- 
pening for many of the people I have spoken to. 

Thave spoken to families with children that. 
have been told by the Red Cross to call the 
Alberta Supports hotline, When they call this 
number, they have been recommended to go to 
а homeless shelter. 

No victim of the Jasper wildfire should be 
going toa homeless shelter. This is unaccept- 
able. 

Thave spoken to people who have lost every- 
thing. They have no tenant insurance, have not 
qualified for employment insurance and are on 
temporary foreign worker visas, which means 
they are unable to work anywhere else but the 
‘one job in Jasper that cannot hire them back. 

These people have nothing; they don't have. 
enough money for a damage deposit and first 
month's rent anywhere. 

Ihave spoken with a couple who are due to 
have a baby next week. On Sept. 3, they were 
told the Red Cross had not approved the exten- 
sion on their hotel room and they needed to 
check out. They are now paying out of pocket 
for a hotel room and are planning on bringing 
a newborn baby back to a hotel room with no 
kitchen because they have no other option. 

Thave spoken toa man in Calgary who was 
told by the Red Cross he would be receiving an 
extension on his hotel room until Sept. 17. This 
‘was not communicated to the hotel by the Red 
Cross. 

So everyday since, the hotel has been trying 
to kick him out and he spends his days calling 
the Alberta Supports hotline trying to get them 
to communicate to the hotel that he has been 
approved to stay for another week. 

‘Alberta is the richest province in Canada. The 
UCP government must step up to the plate of 
helping the most vulnerable community in the 
province. 

‘This situation requires immediate action. 
People are being left destitute now. 

‘The lack of transparency and communication 
оп how long the hotel aid would be going on 
for and the promises of extensions for every- 
опе has left many people unprepared with no 
options, 

The messaging that there would be tempo- 
rary housing arranged for everyone, not just 
essential workers, has left many people waiting 
to go home and now they are scrambling real- 
izing they're on their own with very limited 
resources. 

It's been seven weeks. Where is the tempo- 
rary modular housing that was promised? 

Jasper is a national park. This is not only a 
municipal issue; this is a municipal, provincial 
and federal issue that requires all levels of gov- 
ernment working together to address the lack of 
housing and financial support for the uninsured 
people of Jasper who have lost everything. 

‘The town hall meetings had many nice things 
said, but where is the action? All levels of gov- 
ernment are failing our town. 

Тат directing the 35 people I have spoken 
with to Jasper Community Outreach Services. 
However, after speaking with an outreach 
worker, it is clear to me these services are 
severely lacking the funding needed to aid 
these people in a constructive way. This must 
change immediately. 

Isincerely hope this article makes the 
province aware of this situation and the dire 
circumstances that are evolving. If even one 
Jasperite spends a night on the street due to 
this inaction, all three levels of government will 
have failed us asa community.

Province could make Albertans lives easier 


Budget surplus provides opportunity 
to cut taxes, Bradlee Whidden writes. 


Canadians continue strug- 
gling under the weight of an 
affordability crisis that shows 
no signs of letting up. Across 
the country, people fee! 

the pinch as prices climb at 
checkout counters, and small- 
business owners are strained 
under sky-high operating 
costs. 

Alberta is no exception. 
Here too, residents and small 
businesses are struggling to 
make ends meet. The cost of 
heating homes and business- 
ез, insuring property, and 
keeping up with ever-increas- 
ing taxes from ай levels of gov- 
ernment are putting pressure 
on household and business 
budgets alike. 

‘One study found that 23 per 
cent of Albertans had to sac- 
rifice at least a month of basic 
necessities just to pay their 
‘energy bill last year — the 
highest rate of any Canadian 
province. Additionally, Alber- 
tans face the second-highest 
insurance premiums nation- 
wide, just behind Ontario. As 
aresult, this leaves Albertans 
with less disposable income, 
shrinking consumer spend- 
ing and ultimately hurting 
‘small businesses that are 
seeing fewer customers walk 


through their doors. High 
interest rates and persistent 
inflation only compound 

the problem, making it no 
surprise that a recent survey 
by the Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business (CFIB) 
found that two in five Alberta 
‘small businesses are report- 
ing weak or critical financial 
health. 

Yet unlike nearly every 
other province, Alberta has a 
саг path to ease this burden. 

‘The importance of seizing 
ап opportunity is an age-old 
adage. For Alberta, this oppor- 
tunity exists in the form of 
amultibillion-dollar budget 
surplus. For the past several 
years, Alberta has collected 
more money than it needs to 
fund its expenditures. The 
‘most recent budget projects 
continued billion-dollar sur- 
pluses, providing the Alberta 
government with the rare 
financial flexibility to reduce 
taxes without cutting spend- 
ing or running deficits. Now is 
the time to act and put more 
money back into the pockets 
of Albertans. 

CFIB research shows that 
the Alberta government could 
introduce a new eight per cent 
personal income tax bracket 


for income up to $60,000 — 
key election commitment 

— while still maintaining 
surpluses of over $1 billion. 
This would reduce taxes for 
nearly all income earners in 
the province. 

To provide even more relief, 
the province should also cut 
taxes for small businesses 
by reducing or eliminating 
the small business corporate 
income taxrate, currently 
set at two per cent. Doingso 
‘would bring Alberta closer in 
line with РЕЛ. one per cent 
small-business tax rate and 
Manitoba's complete absence 
ofa small-business tax. 
Finally, Alberta should lower 
or eliminate the four-per- 
cent insurance-premium tax 
rate, which artificially raises 
the cost of nearly all types of 
insurance for residents and 
small businesses. 

But what affordability mea- 
sures can the provincial gov- 
ernment realistically afford 
to deliver? An analysis of the 
province's budget shows that 
the provincial government 
could halve the small business 
taxrate and the insurance 
premium tax rate, on top of 
implementing the new eight 
percent income-tax bracket, 
and still retain surpluses of at 
least $650 million for the next 
several fiscal years. In other 
words, Alberta's projected 
budget surpluses are so robust 


that three separate tax reduc- 
tion cuts would not come 
close to exhausting them. 

The provincial government 
has done commendable 
work in ensuring it doesn't 
saddle its residents with 
debt. However, continuing 
to tax Albertans more than 
necessary while they struggle 
with an affordability crisis is 
puzzling, The government 
may be cautious, hedging its 
bets against a potential drop 
in oil prices and a correspond- 
ing dip in revenues. However, 
the province can reduce taxes 
while still maintaining sub- 
stantial surpluses that would 
serve as multi-hundred-mil- 
lion-dollar cushions. Alberta. 
can walk and chew gum at the 
same time: address afford- 
ability and fiscal prudence. 
simultaneously. 

Caution is wise, but too 
much of it can become а 
hindrance by preventing 
necessary measures from 
happening.

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Singh says 
NDP would 
replace 
carbon tax 


‘WORKING ON PLAN’ 


MONTREAL + NDP Leader 
Jagmeet Singh hinted his 
party would change the con- 
sumer carbon tax if his party 
forms government at the 
next election, 

Speaking to reporters in 
‘Montreal on Thursday, Singh 
criticized both the Liberals 
and the Conservatives over 
their approaches to fighting 
climate change. 

"We want to see an ap 
proach to fighting the cli- 
mate crisis where it doesn't 
put the burden on the backs 
of working people, where big 
polluters have to pay their 
fair share,’ he said. 

“And зо we've been work- 
ingon a plan, and we'll be re- 
leasing our plan, our vision 
for how we can do that in a 
stronger way, in the coming 
months” 

jh did not give details 
оп what he would make "big. 
polluters" pay, nor did he say 
whether his party will fully 
oppose making consumers 
pay some form of a carbon 
tax. 

The Trudeau government 
has introduced two carbon 
taxes, one for heavy emitters 
called the industrial carbon 
price and the other for indi 
vidual consumers. 

Singh's noncommittal 
position on the carbon tax 
comes as the NDP tries to 
frame itself as a credible al- 
ternative to the Conserva- 
tives in the next federal ele 
tion. 

Conservative Leader 
Pierre Poilievre has prom- 
ised to end the carbon tax, 
blaming it for adding to the 
rising cost of living. People 
in jurisdictions where the 
federal carbon tax is in place 
receive rebates. 

Singh also accused 
Poilievre of not wanting to 
fight climate change at all, 
and blamed the Liberals for 
pitting workers against each 
other by exempting home 
heating oil from the carbon 
price. That change dispro 
portionately helps people 
in Atlantic Canada, where 
home heating oil is popular. 

The NDP has previously 
supported the Liberals’ con 
sumer carbon price. 
nomists are widely 
їп favour of carbon pricing, 
arguing it is the most cost 
effective way to reduce emis- 
sions. 

Thursday marked the 
last day of the NDP caucus 
retreat ahead of the return 
of the House of Commons 
оп Sept. 16, New Democrats 
are gearing up for a return 
to Parliament after ending 
the supply-and-confidence 
agreement with the Liberals. 

The deal kept the min. 
ority government in power 
with NDP MPs voting for 
Liberal legislation in ex- 
change for action on the 
party's wish list.

Inquiry still 
pushing feds 
for documents

OTTAWA • The head of the 
foreign interference commis- 
sion says she is still pushing 
the government for records 
after the Liberals quietly re 
leased additional cabinet 
documents less than three 
weeks before the start of new 
public inquiry hearings. 

For months, the Trudeau 
government and the Public 
Inquiry into Foreign Inter 
ference (PIFI) have been 
arguing over an undisclosed 
number of documents and 
redactions withheld by Ot- 
tawa over claims of cabinet 
confidence. 

That's despite a promise 
by Public Safety Minister 
Dominic LeBlanc last year 
that the inquiry looking into 
foreign interference in Can- 
adian elections would have 
access to all relevant cabinet 
documents. 

‘As the commission is set 
to launch its second phase of 
public hearings on Monday, 
the government appears to 
have granted at least one of 
inquiry commissioner Marie- 
Josée Hogue’s requests. 

In an order-in-council 
signed Aug. 30 and posted 
online, the Liberals allowed 
the release of confidential 
cabinet documents that were 
specifically “prepared and 
used” by national security 
officials since Jan. 1, 2019, to 
brief cabinet “on matters re- 
lated to foreign interference 
that are strictly operational 
in nature” 

The order does not specify 
how many additional docu- 
ments will be released to the 
inquiry or how many redac- 
tions willbe lifted. 

The order comes after 
Hogue noted in her first ге- 
port published in May that 
she was challenging certain 
redactions in documents by 
the government, who cited 
“cabinet confidence, solici- 
tor-client privilege or pro- 


tection of personal informa- 
tion” 

But four months after the 
publication of her report and 
even after the government's 
latest cabinet document re- 
lease, Hogue is still pushing 
for more records. 

“Discussions with the 
Government on document 
production remain ongoing.” 
inquiry spokesperson Mi- 
chael Tansey said in а short 
statement Wednesday when 
asked if the commissioner 
was satisfied with the new 
recent order-in-council, 

‘Tansey referred questions 
about the number of new 
documents being released or 
redactions lifted due to the 
order-in-council to the Privy 
Council Office (PCO), 

In a statement, PCO 
spokesperson Pierre-Alain 
Bujold did not say how many 
additional documents had 
been disclosed to PIFI but 
confirmed that discussions 
are ongoing about redac- 
tions. 

He also noted that the 
newly released information. 
"provides further detail into 
how operational informa 
tion is shared within govern- 
ment" 

То date, the government 
has provided 48,000 docu. 
ments to PIFI, including four 
cabinet documents that һай 
already been disclosed to 
other national security re- 
view bodies, Bujold said. 

PIFI is scheduled to re 
sume public hearings Mon- 
day on the second portion of 
its study, this time focusing 
on the federal government's 
ability to detect, counter and 
deter foreign interference in 
Canada. 

In her first report pub- 
lished in the spring, Hogue 
concluded that foreign med- 
dling had “tainted” the 2019 
and 2021 federal elections 
and may have impacted the 
outcome of a few ridings, but 
had not affected the overall 
result. 

Documents that contain 
cabinet confidences — in- 
formation that is discussed 


at the cabinet table — are 
normally prevented from 
disclosure to allow ministers 
to "express their views freely 
during the discussions held 
in cabinet” 

But national review agen- 
cies and observers are in- 
creasingly concerned that 
the government is constantly 
expanding its definition of 
what is a cabinet confidence 
to prevent the disclosure of 
certain information. 

In interviews, two nation 
al security academics say the 
government's latest release 
order is very narrow and un- 
likely to provide all the infor- 
mation Hogue is seeking. 

“This is the government 
giving up very small ground 
оп a very contentious issue,” 
said Stephanie Carvin, а 
Carleton University assistant 
professor and former nati 
al security analyst with the 
Canadian Security and Intel- 
ligence Service (CSIS). 

Wesley Wark, a longtime 
national security observer 
and senior fellow at the Cen- 
tre for International Govern- 
ance (CIGD, said the govern- 
ment is trying to avoid look- 
ing like it's “stonewalling” 
the inquiry but is far from 
“opening the floodgates” 
with its recent release 

“I suspect that the num- 
ber of reports going into 
cabinet from CSIS, CSE 
(Communications Security 
Establishment) and others 
that are ‘strictly operational 
in nature’ is very few,” Wark 
said. “Most of what cabinet 
would receive would not be 
ofthat nature” 

What is being released 
now is “a very narrow win- 
dow into a much broader 
range of intelligence report- 
ing, and its not the most im- 
portant window either,” he 
added. 

Wark and Carvin think the 
bulk of national security in- 
formation brought to cabinet 
is likely strategic or policy ad- 
vice, not operational. 

PIFI is far from the on- 
ly national security review 
body struggling with the 
government using cabinet 
confidence claims to with- 
hold information. 

In its most recent an- 
nual report, the National 
Security and Intelligence 
Committee of Parliamentar- 
ians (NSICOP) accused the 
Liberal government of “in- 
appropriately" withholding 
all or part of over a thousand 
documents over cabinet con- 
fidence claims during its re- 
view of foreign interference. 

National Post

The federal government 
however has said it's up to 
the airline and union to 
make a deal. 

"There's no reason for 
these parties not to be able 
to achieve a collective agree- 
ment,” Labour Minister Ste- 
ven MacKinnon said at a 
news conference Wednesday 
after the Liberal caucus re 
treat 

He said the government 
sees forward momentum 
in talks and that Canadians 
expect both the union and 
airline to make the necessary 
compromises. “These parties 
should be under no ambigu- 
ity as to what my message 
is to them today. Knuckle 
down, geta deal.” 

Asked why the airline 
would not just hold back 
and wait for the government 
to intervene as it did in the 
twin railway shutdowns in 
August, MacKinnon indicat- 
edit wasn't so simple. 

“What I would say is there 
are significant differences 
between those two situations 
and leave it at that.” 

NDP Leader Jagmeet 
Singh said the party would 
not support efforts to force 
pilots back to work. 

“We're going to send a 
clear message again that we 
are opposed to Justin Tru- 
deau and the Liberals, or any 
government, interfering with 
workers,” Singh said Thurs- 
day. “If there's any bills being 
proposed on back to work 
legislation, were going to op- 
pose that.” 

Conservative Leader 
Pierre Poilievre said Wednes- 


day that Air Canada should 
negotiate in good faith with 
its pilots. 

"We're not going to sup- 
port pre-empting those ne- 
gotiations. We stand with the 
pilots and their right to fight 
for a fair deal, good wages” 

Meanwhile, Newfound: 
land and Labrador PC Oppos- 
ition leader Tony Wakeham 
warned that a possible Air 
Canada strike could “devas- 
tate" the province’ economy. 

Wakeham, who is the 
МНА for Stephenville- Port 
au Port, posted on social 
media on Thursday about 
the hardships that the east- 
em province would face if Air 
Canada pilots were to strike. 
“Air disruptions could devas- 
tate our economy and others 
across Canada; he said. 

Ina statement, Wakeham 
said that the federal govern- 
ment must act decisively to 
prevent any disruptions in 
this vital service. 

"Already, we've heard 
from tourism operators who 
are dealing with cancella- 
tions, and this is only the 
beginning. Our tourism sec 
tor, still recovering from the 
challenges of the past few 
years, cannot afford further 
setbacks,” he said via email 
on Thursday. “For many 
communities in Newfound- 
land and Labrador, espe- 
cially those in more remote 
areas, Air Canada plays a 
vital role in transporting ro- 
tational workers, business 
travellers, and cargo to and 
from our province. If we 
can't get people and supplies 
їп and out reliably, the eco- 
nomic ripple effect will be

After the first debate be- 
tween Kamala Harris and 
Donald Trump, the U.S. 
presidential race remains 
tight, but new polling from 
Leger suggests that it would 
have been a Trump blowout 
if President Joe Biden hadn't 
bowed out of the race. 

As of Sept. 11, 50 per 
cent of likely U.S. voters 
would cast their ballot for 
Vice-President Harris, the 
Democratic candidate, ac- 
cording to Canadian exclu- 
sive polling for National 
Post, Forty-seven per cent 
‘would vote for former presi 
dent Trump, the Republic- 
ап candidate. But that tight 
three-point spread, with 
Harris slightly in the lead, is 
wildly different than what it 
‘would have been were Biden 
still the Democratic candi- 
date: 46 per cent would have 
voted for Trump and 38 per 
cent for Biden.

The president also said 
that three staff members 
from the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross were 
killed when their vehicles 
were hit by Russian shell- 
ing in the eastern Donetsk 
region. Speaking at a news 
conference with the Lithuan- 
ian president, Zelenskyy said 
that the Russian "counter- 
offensive actions were ac- 
cording to our Ukrainian 


Не declined to say any- 
thing more about the region, 
which Ukraine overtook 
during a surprise incursion 
in early August. Zelenskyy 
has stated before that Kursk 
— where Ukraine grabbed 
about 500 square miles, іп. 
cluding 100 settlements and 
nearly 600 prisoners of war 
— was part of his plan to end 
the conflict. 

In the past two days, 
though, the Russian Defence 
Ministry said that its troops 
had reclaimed 10 settle- 
‘ments in the region. 

The size, scale and out 
come of the Russian counter- 
attack “are unclear and the 
situation remains fluid,” said 
a report released Wednesday 
by the Institute for the Study 
of War, but it did report evi 
dence of some Russian ad- 
vances. 

A commander fighting 
inside the Kursk region соп- 
firmed that the counteroffen- 
sive had begun but said that 
“everything is under control.” 

“We will hold,” said the 
‘commander, whom The Post 
agreed to identify by his call 
sign, Boxer, in keeping with 
Ukrainian military protocol. 
“The situation is serious, 
everything is being shelled, 
and the road on which sup- 
plies were brought is no 
longer usable. It's under fire. 
Drones are already every: 
where in Sudzha. But we are 
in control. We are holding” 

On Tuesday, British De 
fence Secretary John Healey, 
in an update to the House of 
Commons, applauded the 
Kursk operation, adding that 
“the longer they hold Kursk, 
the weaker Putin becomes. 
‘The longer they hold Kursk, 
the better defended Ukraine 
willbe” 

Meanwhile, in the east- 
ern city of Pokrovsk — an 
important logistics hub 
оп which Russian troops 
are steadily advancing — 
Ukrainian authorities said 
that critical infrastructure 
һай been destroyed in Rus- 
sian attacks, leaving the city 
without gas for cooking or 
drinking water. 

About 18,000 people re- 
main in Pokrovsk, Donetsk 
regional Gov. Vadym Filash- 
kin said, including 522 chil- 
dren. About 20,000 people 
have fled, and last week, the 
final evacuation train de- 
parted. “Evacuation is the 
only ... choice for civilians,” 
Filashkin said. 

In Viroliubivka, near the 
front lines in the Donetsk re- 
gion, two Red Cross vehicles 
about to distribute wood and 
coal to help warm homes 
this winter were hit by shell- 
ing, killing three people.

Saint-Jéróme 
wants to build 
a park instead

OTTAWA + For years, the Quebec 
city of Saint-Jéróme has been try- 
ing to revitalize its downtown but, 
recently, thíngs hit a major snag 
thanks to a move by the federal 
government that locals believe will 
jeopardize the whole plan. 

А plan by Correctional Service 
Canada would place a new halfway 
house for criminals where local 
officials wanted to build a park, 
right at the entrance to the city's 
downtown. In response, the city is 
now suing the federal government 
to force Ottawa to consult with 
residents before going ahead with 
the decision. 

From the 1970s to 2019, people 
visiting downtown Saint Jéróme, a 
city of 80,213 people in the Lauren- 
tides region, were greeted by a cen- 
tury-old building called La Maison 
Taillon, It was a prison. In fact, it 
was a community correctional cen- 
tre, the CCC Laferrière. 

Five years ago, the federal gov- 
ernment closed the building and 
demolished it earlier this year. At 
the time, the city saw an oppor- 
tunity. The land is located in the 
heart of the Quartier des Arts et du 
Savoir, the city’s arts district. Near- 
by, there is a university campus, a 
college, a cathedral, a museum, a 
theatre, a public library, govern- 
‘ment offices and a public market. 

‘The city planned a “signature 
park” and offered another piece of 
land to the federal government so 
that it could build its new centre in 
а more convenient and appropriate 
location. 

"Our position is firm: the com- 
munity correctional centre has no 
place at the entrance to the city's 
downtown. We believe in the mis- 
sion of this rehabilitation centre, 
but it is incompatible with the 


aspirations of dynamism in this 
growing sector,” said Mayor Marc 
Bourcier in May. 

City council passed a resolution 
in 2022 to enter into negotiations. 
with the federal government to ac- 
quire the land and offer Ottawa an 
alternative elsewhere ín the city, 
according to court documents ob- 
tained by the National Post. 

City officials reached out to 
Correctional Service of Canada 
Commissioner Anne Kelly. The re- 
sponse, it seems, was chilly: 

Earlier this week, the city filed a 
judicial review application in Fed- 
‘eral Court to force Ottawa to con- 
sult with its residents before decid- 
ing where to build its new facility 

It also asks the court to over 
turn Kelly's decision last month 
not to hold consultations under the 
“guidelines for the establishment 
and/or relocation of community 
correctional centres.” 

“The cessation of operations by 
the Correctional Service of Canada 
for 5 years and the demolition” of 
the centre "implies that the oper- 
ations have been relocated to other 
Sites; the document states. “Its 
return to the site therefore consti- 
tutes a development or relocation. 

The Federal Court has not yet 
heard the case and the facts have 
not been tested in court. 

‘The city claims that the commis- 
sioner argued in a letter that her 
organization had no obligation to 
consult the community since the 
land is Crown property. 

Saint-Jéróme disagrees. Ac- 
cording to city officials, the federal 
government seems to want to act 
quickly after dragging its feet for 
years. 


“The fact that the Correctional 
Service of Canada took four years 
to demolish the building on the 
site (.. also shows that there is по 
urgency to relocate the activities of 
the CCC Laferriére there without 
consulting the community,” reads 
the court document. 

‘The mayor plans to address the 
court case at a news conference Fri- 
day afternoon. Bourcier declined 
the National Post's request for an 
interview. On Thursday, Correc- 
tional Service Canada wrote in a 
statement that the government de- 
cided the centre would remain in 
the downtown location “to ensure 
that essential reintegration activ- 
ities resume for the residents of 
Laferrière ССС as soon as possible 
and to reduce costs” 

Also, Ottawa says it remains 
“open and committed" to discuss- 
ing with Saint-Jérome the terms 
and timeline of the reconstruction 
of the centre "on this site, as well 
as any action that could be taken to 
‘address concerns regarding the po- 
tential social, safety and economic 
effects of reconstructing the site” 

In Saint-Jéróme, the battle with 
the federal government is being 
compared to David versus Goliath. 
‘The city wants to develop its down- 
town, but the federal government 
doesn't seem interested in collabor- 
ating. 

The region's Bloc Québécois 
MP Rhéal Fortin said he has been 
working with federal officials for 
years to convince them to move the 
facility to а more appropriate loca- 
Чоп. 

“The federal government doesn't 
care about what's happening in 
Quebec or in the municipalities 
and that hurts me a lot; Fortin told 
the National Post in an interview. 

Не said he understands that the 
federal government has a certain 
prerogative over the provinces and 
municipalities, but he does not 
understand Ottawa's “lack of re- 
spect” 

"That's where it gets difficult. 
They say, "We have the right to do 
what we want, so we do what we 
want! The least we can do is con- 
sult the people of Saint-Jérdme,” he 
said.

Ex-leader of 
Peru leaves 
divisive 
legacy

LIMA, PERU + Alberto Fu- 
Jimori, whose decade-long 
presidency began with tri- 
‘umphs righting Peru's econ- 
omy and defeating a brutal 
insurgeney only to end in 
autocratic excess that later 
sent him to prison, has died. 
He was 86. 

His death Wednesds 
the capital, Lima, was 
nounced by his daughter, Kei- 
ko Fujimori, їп a post on X. 

Fujimori, who governed 
with an increasingly authori- 
tarian hand in 1990-2000, 
was pardoned in December 
from his convictions for cor- 
ruption and responsibility 
for the murder of 25 people. 
His daughter said in July he 
was planning to run for Pe- 
туз presidency for the fourth 
time in 2026. 

The former university 
president and mathematics. 
professor was the consum- 
mate political outsider when 
he emerged from obscurity 
to win Peru's 1990 election 
over writer Mario Vargas 
Liosa. Over a tumultuous 
political career, he repeated- 
ly made risky, go-for-broke 
decisions that earned him 
adoration and reproach. 

He took over a country 
ravaged by runaway infla- 
tion and guerrilla violence, 
mending the economy with 
bold actions including mass 
privatizations of state in- 
dustries, Defeating fanatic- 
al Shining Path rebels took 
a little longer but also won 
him broad-based support. 

His presidency, however, 
collapsed as dramatically. 

After briefly shutting 
down Congress and elbow- 
ing himself into a controver- 
sial third term, he fled the 
country in disgrace in 2000 
when leaked videotapes 
showed his spy chief, Vlad- 
imiro Montesinos, bribing 
lawmakers. The president 
‘went to Japan and famously 
faxed in his resignation, 

He stunned people five 
years later, arriving in Chile, 
‘where he was arrested and 
extradited to Peru and faced 
charges of abuse of power. 

He became the first for- 
mer president in the world 
to be tried and convicted in 
his own country for human 
rights violations. He was 
not found to have person- 
ally ordered the 25 death- 
squad killings for which he 
was convicted, but he was 
‘deemed responsible because 
the crimes were committed 
in his government's name. 

His congresswoman 
daughter Keiko ran for presi- 
dent but was defeated. 

“After a long battle with 
cancer, our father, Alberto 
Fujimori, has just departed 
to meet the Lord,” she said 
оп X on Wednesday. 

He is survived by his four 
children. The oldest, Keiko, 
became first lady in 1996 
when his father divorced his 
mother, Susana Higuchi.

Since the October 7 terror 
attacks in Israel, Canadian 
police have thwarted six al- 
leged terror plots across the 
country, with arrests span- 
ning from Edmonton to Ot- 
tawa to Toronto, 

Some of the plots report- 
edly targeted the Jewish 
community, reflecting rising 
concerns over the safety of 
Jewish Canadians. 

Since the outbreak of war 
in Gaza, following the Hamas 
massacre of more than 1,200 
people in Israel and the tak- 
ing of hostages, massive ап.

ada. Some of these protests 
have featured slogans in sup- 
port of Hamas, one of the ter- 
Torist organizations respon- 
sible for the Oct. 7attack. This. 
has heightened fears within 
Jewish communities, as some 
protests have targeted Jewish 
institutions, such as syna- 
корш. 

Canada, long known for 
its liberal values and com- 
mitment to multicultural- 
ism, is now grappling with 
the complex challenges 
posed by these threats, The 
increasing incidents of vio- 
lence and foiled terror plots 
have raised alarm about the 
country potentially becom- 
ing a focal point for extrem- 
ist activities. Global terror- 
ism networks, such as ISIS, 
have previously attempted to 
recruit and organize plotters 
in Canadian cities such as 
‘Toronto, putting the nation 
at risk of becoming a safe ha- 
ven for terrorism. 

"There is a crisis of ex- 
tremist Islamism in Canada,” 
said Richard Marceau, au- 
thor and editor of the Can- 
adian Haggadah in a post on 
X, formerly known as Twit- 
ter. "If we don't take this ser- 
iously, Canadians will die”

Muhammad Shahzeb 
Khan, a 20-year-old Pakistani 
citizen, was arrested this 
‘month in Quebec for alleged- 
ly planning to target Jewish 
civilians in New York City. 

Khan, residing in Canada 
on a student visa since 2023, 
attempted to cross the bor- 
der to the United States with 
the intention to “kill as many 
Jewish civilians as possible” 
and target a Jewish centre 
їп Brooklyn with guns and 
knives in support of the Is- 
lamic State (ISIL) according 
tothe RCMP and US. author- 
ities. The FBI said Khan used 
an encrypted messaging app 
to communicate with under- 
cover agents posing as his. 
accomplices, asking them to 
purchase weapons to carry 
out the attack. 

Immigration Minister 
Marc Miller told reporters. 
‘Tuesday that Khan received 
his student visa in May 2023 
and entered through Toron- 
to Pearson Airport on June 
24,2023. 

Khan was arrested оп 
Sept. 4, just 20 minutes from. 
the US. border in the small 
Quebec town of Ormstown 
after changing vehicles three 
times while travelling from 
‘Toronto. 


He faces three charges 
in Canada and one charge 
in the United States of at- 
‘tempting to provide material 
Support and resources to a 
designated foreign terrorist 
organization. He also faces 
extradition to the US. 

“Our government must act 
immediately to prevent the 
entry into Canada of those 
who harbor radical views and 
to prevent the further rad- 
icalization of its citizens” said 
a statement from B'nai Brith 
Canada, the largest Jewish 
advocacy organization in the 
‘country. “Canada is becoming 
a breeding ground for terror- 
ists. There can be no more ex- 
‘cuses. The safety and security 
of our nation must remain 
paramount” 


AUGUST 2024 

On Aug. 22, the RCMP 
announced the arrest of a 
youth in the Greater Toronto 
‘Area "who was allegedly par- 
ticipating in the activities of 
a listed terrorist group.” 

‘The charges include par- 
ticipating in the activities of 
a terrorist group to enhance 
its ability to carry out terror- 
ist activities and counselling. 
another person to commit 
а terrorism offence, accord- 
ing to the RCMP. The alleged 
offences occurred when the 
accused was а minor, and the 
person cannot be named due 
to the Youth Criminal Justice 
Act.

Sarvar faces six charges, 
including possession of in- 
cendiary material, arson, 
throwing explosives with in- 
tent to cause harm, and care- 
less use ofa weapon. 

Before the attack, be post 
eda lengthy video manifesto 
online, addressing a wide 
range of issues about Canada 
and the war in Gaza. 

In the video, Sarvar said 
people need to "rise up” 
against inflation and the 
housing shortage. The video 
also calls for people to "rise. 
up” to stop “this genocide 
that's going on in Gaza and 
throughout the world” 

"Anybody that is destabil- 
izing other countries, hurt- 
ing their community, should 
feel ashamed of themselves, 
and inshallah we will rise 
against you guys and we'll 
put you on trial” Sarvar says. 


DECEMBER 2023 

On Dec. 15, а 15-year-old 
Ottawa boy was arrested for 
alleged terrorism activities, 
which police said targeted 
Jewish people 

Days later in court, the 
minor faced five terrorism- 
and explosive-related char- 
ges for allegedly possessing 
bomb-making materials, 
such as chemicals and metal 
ball bearings.

from a suspected overdose 
last month in a homeless 
camp in Abbotsford, B.C 

Her grieving parents say 
their ongoing attempts to 
get Brianna help for her ad- 
dictions and mental health 
issues were ignored. They 
say the system failed Brian- 
nna when she was discharged 
from а care facility despite 
their repeated requests to 
keep her there and adminis- 
ter treatment. 

Brianna's mother, Sarah 
MacDonald, says ber daugh- 
ter started smoking pot at 
just 10-and-a-half years old. 
‘And by age 12, Brianna was 
‘using a drug known as “mol- 
ly" or ecstasy, which is often 
thought to be a purer form 
of MDMA, a lab-made drug. 
Users can experience eu- 
phoric highs and hallucino- 
genic effects. In high doses, 
says the 05. Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration, it can 
potentially lead to а sharp 
increase in body temper- 
ature and result in liver, kid- 
ney or cardiovascular system 
failure, swelling of the brain, 
and even death. 

“I think a lot of the rea 
sons she was doing the drugs 
was the mental health prob- 
Jems she was having, and she 
жаз trying to drown them 
with drugs” Brianna moth- 
eris quoted by CTV News. 

The family alleges that 
despite her age, Brianna was 
able to obtain Fraser Health 
drug paraphernalia includ- 
ing needles, naloxone kits 
and pamphlets on how to 
use safely. Fraser Health is 
the largest regional health 
authority in B.C. 

Instead of that parapher- 
nalia, says the family, they 
wanted Fraser Health to pro- 
vide Brianna with treatment. 

Brianna's mother says her 
daughter was hospitalized 
for a suspected overdose in 
February. She was first at 
the BC Children's Hospital 
and then transferred to a 
child psychiatric ward at 
Surrey Memorial. 

The parents say they 


begged the hospital not to let 
Briana leave. They wanted 
her held involuntarily so she 
could receive help. 

“I mean, I begged them 
and so did her dad ... We said 
she's not mentally capable. 
She was sticking pencils 
through her hand when she 
was in the psych ward there” 
her mother told CTV News. 

However, they were told 
Brianna had the right to de- 
cide herself, despite being 
just 12 years old at the time, 
and she was discharged. 

Since parents have legal 
responsibility for their chil- 
dren, they should have the 
legal right to ensure their 
children receive care, says 
Brianna’ father, Jesse Grif- 
fith: “The parents have to be 
able to mandate that the kids 
stay (in a care facility)" 

‘The family says Brianna 
eventually became violent at 
home and her mother said 
she had to be treated in hos- 


With other children 
at home, Sarah said she 
couldn't have Brianna there 
ifshe was using drugs. 

Instead, Brianna was 
placed in a youth centre 
in Abbotsford. But she ran 
away and ended up in a 
homeless camp, which has 
since been dismantled. 

She died inside her tent, 
say her parents. 

‘Abbotsford Police re- 
sponded to a call to assist B.C. 
emergency services on Aug. 
23 at approximately 3 a. 
says media relations officer 
Const. Artur Stele. Despite 
best efforts made at the scene 
“the female succumbed,” he 
told National Post. 

Brianna’s body was taken 
to “the coroner's office 
whose autopsy may reveal 
findings specific to the cause. 
of death: says Stele. 

The area where Brianna 
was found “is known to have 
presence of unhoused indi- 
viduals” but police couldn't 
confirm whether the over- 
dose occurred within the en- 
campment or close by. How 
Brianna obtained the drug 
paraphernalia is unknown to 
the police. 

Despite Brianna’ dificul- 
ties, Sarah says they texted 
or spoke every day. Sarah 
also visited Brianna in the 
camp. 

‘The family is now calling 


on the B.C. government to 
change the regulations to 
support involuntary treat- 
ment when requested by par- 
ents and to do more to pro- 
tect children like Brianna. 

Fraser Health said in a 
statement to CTV that it is 
reviewing the care provided 
to Brianna. 

“We believe it is crucial 
to honour her memory by 
carefully examining what 
happened, learning from 
this tragedy, and working 
together to ensure that such 
а heartbreaking loss doesn't 
happen again.” 

Fraser Health also said 
medical intervention and 
decisions involving the treat- 
ment of young addicts with 
‘mental health challenges are 
made by health-care provid- 
ers and guided by consent 
rules under the B.C. Infants 
Act. 

Fraser Health also said 
that its records indicate on- 
ly Narcan was provided to 
the family for Brianna. Al- 
зо known as Naloxone, the 
medication can reverse an 
opioid overdose. 

The ongoing overdose 
crisis in B.C. is confirmed 
by statistics released by the 
provincial coroner service. 
Early this year, the service 
said toxic, unregulated 
drugs claimed the lives of at 
least 2,511 people in British 
Columbia in 2023, the lar- 
gest number of drug-related 
deaths ever reported. That 
equates to an average of 6.9 
deaths a day and is five per 
cent more than the previous 
high of 2,383 deaths record- 
ed in 2022. 

“Tragically, toxic, illicit 
drugs are continuing to 
cause unprecedented num- 
bers of deaths across our 
province,” said Lisa La- 
pointe, chief coroner in a 
January statement. 

“We cannot bring our de- 
ceased loved ones back, but 
we can and must do much 
more to protect the lives 
of tens of thousands of our 
family members, friends and 
colleagues still at risk” 

Laura Lee Csurdi, a friend 
of Brianna's family, has set 
up a GoFundMe page to help 
with funeral expenses. The 
aim is to raise $10,000. To 
date over $3,000 has been 
raised.

Briefing: NYC consul 
general key in 
choosing $9M condo 


Later emails said 
Clark's role was 
misrepresented

OTTAWA + An internal brief- 
ing note from Global Affairs 
Canada in June described 
New York consul general 
‘Tom Clark as having been 
“instrumental” in the choice 
of his new official residence, 
but the information was cor- 
rected in an update a month 
later. 

The National Post ob- 
tained a copy of these 
emails that were presented 
in evidence during Clark's 
much-awaited testimony 
on Thursday at a House of 
Commons committee inves- 
tigating the purchase of the 
$9-million luxury condo in 
Manhattan. 

On June 17, GAC direc- 
tor and chief of staff Emily 
Nicholson wrote to then-For- 
eign Affairs Minister Mel- 
anie Joly’ chief of staff Peter 
Wilkinson to offer an update 
and the rationale for selling 
the current official residence 
for the Canadian consulate 
in New York. 

“The current residence 
had been identified as un- 
suitable for representation- 
al activities or residential 
use, and was not meeting 
the mission's needs,” wrote 
Nicholson. 

“Both the mission, includ- 
ing the HOM (head of mis- 
sion), and the property team 
in Ottawa, agreed on the 
need to identify a replace- 
ment property; she added. 

Nicholson also wrote that 
Clark and his staff had been. 
instrumental throughout 
this process; with Clark 
“providing the greenlight for 
the selection of the new resi- 
dence” 

Wilkinson thanked 
Nicholson for her briefing 
note and said the decision to 
sell the current residence and 
purchase a new one seemed 
1o be a “logical step to take” 

In mid-July, American 
media was speculating that 
King Charles had purchased 
а swanky condo at the cost 
of $9 million on Billionaire’s 
Row just south of Central 
Park. 

It turned out that the con- 
do was in fact bought by "His. 
Majesty the King in Right of 
Canada” 

‘The attention quickly fiz- 
zled in the U.S. but picked 
up in Canada, where federal 
Conservatives have been de- 
crying it as a waste of money. 
They have also been accus- 
ing Clark, a former CTV jour- 
nalist, of demanding a new 
official residence as soon as 
he was appointed in 2023. 

On July 25, Nicholson's 
tune changed when she sent 
another email to Wilkin- 
son to let him know that no 
heads of mission, including 


Clark, were involved in the 
"selection or approval pro- 
cess for the overall process. 
or the property purchase" of 
the $9-million condo. 

GAC officials testified in 
August to the government. 
operations committee that 
Clark did not influence the 
governments decision to pur- 
chase the piece of real estate. 

They not only reiterated 
that stance in a document. 
sent to members of the com- 
mittee to answer some of 
their followup questions but. 
said that there was a "mis- 
representation” of Clark's 
involvement in Nicholson's 
initial email to Joly’s chief of 
staff in June. 

"The employee gathering 
and summarizing the infor- 
mation was not part of the 
process and therefore made 
ап error in describing the 
situation,” it reads. “There 
маз no influence from Mr. 
Clark. He was not involved 
in the consultation and deci- 
sion-making process.” 

Clark told MPs on Thurs- 
day he only became aware of 
the June email less than 48 
hours prior to his committee 
appearance and said its con- 
tents were “untrue” 

“Thave not ever met Emily
